David Young, space technology 
coodinator for the Pentagon's Ad­ 
vanced Research Projects Agen­ 
cy, gave this account today in tell­ 
ing of plans to break current bot­ 
tlenecks in long-distance com m u­ 
nications, 
ARFA directed the launching of 
the Atlas which is now orbiting 
high above the earth with tiny 
radios 
and 
a 
tape 
recorder 
aboard. 
Young told a reporter that sate!- 
I lites would be used as space re- 
I lay stations to transm it m essages 
on high radio frequencies which 
can not be used in ordinary tran s­ 
oceanic long range radio tran s­ 
mission. 
He indicated the system would 
also add vastly to the m essage 
capacity now offered on crowded 
oceanic cables. 
The 
radio system 
consists of 
two devices each a little larger 
than an ordinary portable radio. 
Each can receive voice or tele­ 
graphic-type radio, store it on a 
tape recorder, then transm it it to 
a ground receiving station upon 
proper com m and 
Two devices are carried to case 
one should fail. Each was tuned 
to a slightly different wavelength. 
Atlas will pick up only m es­ 
sages which are in a proper code, 
thus cutting out unwanted signals.

MOSCOW (A P) — The Soviet 
Communist p arty ’s ruling Central 
Com mittee has ended a five-day 
meeting with solid endorsem ent of 
Prem ier K hrushchev’s leadership. 
A decree issued by the Com mit­ 
tee Friday approved K hrushchev’s 
call for Russian farm ers to out­ 
produce America and hi* blasts at 
fallen Soviet leaders. 
Khrushchev opened the meeting 
Monday with the claim that Soviet 
farm s already had surpassed the 
United States in some types of 
production. But he adm itted m a­ 
jor shortcom ings rem ained to Rus­ 
sian agriculture. 
The decree told collective and 
state farm s to outdo the United 
States in production of m eat, milk 
and butter. It called for higher 
incomes for collective farm ers and 
a

expansion 
of 
agri­ 
cultural production. 
A radio broadcast of the decree 
listed the sins of the “ antiparty 
group” of ousted leaders and said 
they had opposed nearly every as­ 
pect of Soviet farm policy.

From President 


Y u k Greetings Sent 
From Outer Space in 
Successful Try Fridoy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Amer* 
ic*'a pride of the heavens soared 
high around the world today ready 
to send anew a presidential yule­ 
tide m essage of good will. 
Jubilant architects of the four- 
ton Atlas said it would be early 
afternoon before they decide about 
retriggering their talking satellite 
to broadcast tape recorded w ord! 
from President Eisenhower. 
The next step, when the aden* 
tlsts figure they have enough Ini­ 
tial data in hand. wiU be to erase 
the m essage and send up another 
to be released by rem ote control 
as Atlas continues its travels. 
This second phase of the pioneer* 
ing project prom ised to point the 
way to a revolution in com m uni­ 
cations — m ass transm issions of 
sound and pictures to anyw here 
on earth through a satellite net* 
work. 
And in the hours following Atlas* 
mighty blastoff from its Cape C a­ 
naveral, 
Fla., 
launching 
site 
Thursday 
night, 
statesm en 
as­ 
sessed its boost to U.S. strength la 
the great East-W esh struggle. 
Atlas struck another propagan­ 
da blow for this country at 3:IS 
p m. Friday when, zipping at 17,- 
090 rn p h. over Cape C anaveral, 
it 
rebroadcast 
as 
scheduled 
a 
short Eisenhower m essage record­ 
ed Tuesday and carried aloft ha 
the nose cone. 
“ This is the President of th# 
United 
States 
speaking,” 
c im a 
the dram atic playback of Eisen­ 
how er's voice through som e statie 
and fading as in the early days 
of shortw ave. 
“ Through the m arvels of scien­ 
tific advance, my voice is com ­ 
ing to you from a satellite trav el­ 
ing in outer space. 
“ My m essage is a sim ple OM. 
Through this unique m eans I con­ 
vey to you and to all m ankind 
A m erica’s wish for peace on earth 
and good will toward men every­ 
w here.” 
The 85-foot Atlas was not ex­ 
pected to slip back into eyeview 
from the continental United States 
until this evening. 
Roy Johnson, head of the P en­ 
tagon’s Advanced Research P roj­ 
ects Agency, figured it would be 
afternoon by the tim e Atlas soared 
within range of four Arm y track ­ 
ing 
stations 
across 
the 
South. 
These 
stations 
have 
the 
coda 
equipm ent to trigger A tlas' ta p s 
recorder. 
Johnson said it will be decided 
by then w hether to touch off Ei­ 
senhow er’s pre-launching record­ 
ing a few more tim es or go to 
the next step—erase and send up 
another m essage for playback. 
The plan was to send back th# 
sam e m essage for further use un­ 
til after C hristm as. H agerty said 
Eisenhower 
personally 
wrote 
it 
but declined to state whose idea it 
was to send a presidential state­ 
ment aloft. 
ARPA scientists indicated they 
wanted m ore precise inform ation 
on A tlas’ travels before they try 
a new recording They hoped for 
solid 72-hour orbit data som etim e 
today which will allow' accu rate 
predictions of the satellite’s future 
path during its estim ated 20-day 
life. 
As of latest word the east bound

You may be one of the bravest 
persons on this earth but. tech­ 
nically. you find yourself crying a 
great deal. 
Tears, you see, are constantly 
being supplied to your eye.- 
in 
minute quantities. They help wash 
the outer surfaces of the eyes and 
tin ir s a l t y. antiseptic qualities 
help prevent infection. 
You know how irritating sub­ 
stances such as 
dust 
or 
smoke 
make tears come to your eyes. 
This “ flooding” p r o c e s s helps 
sweep away the 
foreign 
m atter, 
thus cleansing the eyes. 
When you are out in cold w eath­ 
er or in a strong wind your eyes 
will tear excessively. In 
this 
in­ 
stance. it is done automatically to 
provide enough warm moisture for 
the outer eye. 
All of us blink, of course, gen 
orally between three and six times 
every minute. 
Ka ch time the lids snap shut, a 
thin cleansing fluid is spread over 
j the eye. Not only does this keep 
the e>e clean, but also the moi* 
temng process prevents friction be 
tween the eyes and the lids.

for your eyes in other ways, too. 
Your eyelids, for example, close 
instantly by reflex action at 
the 
first sight or sound of danger. Fly­ 
ing objects, bright lights and loud 
noises all will make your eyelids 
close automatically. 
In fact, the surface of the eye is 
so delicate and so sensitive that 
the tiniest particle striking it is 
felt instantly. The lids close im m e­ 
diately in an effort to wipe away 
the source of the irritation. 
The eyelashes also have a spe­ 
cific protective function. By curl­ 
ing upward and 
downward 
they 
catch particles that may fall into 
the eye from above or fly into it 
from below. 
And then, too, the eyes occupy 


a recessed position In the head. 
This 
offers 
considerable 
protec­ 
tion. 
Yet. despite all that nature does 
to safeguard 
your eyes, 
some- 
times they are assaulted by tor- 
eign bodies.
